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WHO WILL PAY FOR WATER AND SEWAGE ? 


Monday, March 11th is the day set to vote on the water 
and sewave by-laws for Didsbury and a number of rate- 
payers who are not going to be served by the initial instal- 
lation have asked just how it will affect their taxes if they 
vote for the plan. 

Again it must be pointed out that the proposed water 
und sewage system is to be paid for solely by the water 
users at tariffs provided for in the by-laws, All ratepayers 
who are not served by water will not pay one cent towards 
the system, because no taxes are levied against property 
to pay for the water and sewage installations. 

In other words, if the water main does not go by your 
property, you can’t use the system, and you won't be asked 
to pay one cent towards it. 

The only reason that all the ratepayers are entitled to 
vote for or against the plan is that the Town Act gives 
them this privilege, and no provision is made to vote on 
any public by-law by only a portion of the voters. 

The complete by-laws will be published shortly in ‘The 
Pioneer’. When these appear it will be shown what parts 
of town will be served by water and sewage. If your pro- 
perty is to be served by these utilities vou are asked to be 
sure and vote for the by-laws if you want modern con- 
veniences. If your property is not to be serviced you are 
still asked to vote for the plan, because some day you may 
want the services extended, and of course no extension 
to water and sewage mains can be made if such a system 
does not exist. 

Now, if you never get an extension of the system you 
will never pay anything towards it. But evervone making 
a living in town will benefit in some way. And the first 
real way will probably be in reduced taxes—or more pub- 
lic improvements. This is easy to understand when it is 
generally admitted that modern improvements will cer- 
tainly increase building on town property. And these build- 
ings will be taxable, thereby adding to the general assess- 
ment, which will provide the same tax revenue as at pres- 
ent at a lower mill rate. Too, these new buildings will pro- 
vide work for local laborers and those who provide the 
materials,
